THE  MISSIONARIES, 

s4  Tale. 

On  a  fine  tnomiiu;  in  May,  18 — ,  two  of  those 
large  boatF,  in  which  families  emifiat'ng  to  the 
West  descend  our  riverv,  were  seen  floating  down 
the  Ohio.  Built  of  rough,  heavy  timber,  and  in¬ 
tended  to  move  only  with  the  current,  those  tin- 
wrieldj  vessels  lay  silent'  and  motionless  on  the 
wave,  that  bore  them  gently  towards  tlieir  destina¬ 
tion.  At  a  email  village — or  rather  at  a  spot  in¬ 
tended  to  be  occu|>ied  as  such — the  boats  were 
brought  to  the  shore  and  uiiKrred;  and  the  passen¬ 
gers  began  to  mingle  with  the  people,  whom  curi¬ 
osity  had  drawn  to  the  landing  place.  It  was  a 
misi-ionary  family,  proceeding  to  its  station  among 
the  Oi^e  Indian-,  that  halted  thus  in  the  wilder¬ 
ness,  to  receive  a  foretaste  of  the  scenes  that 
awaited  th  in  in  a  distant  forest. 

The  place  at  which  they  had  stopped  was  a  level 
plain,  of  lich  alluvion,  from  whh'h  the  timber  had 
been  cleared  for  the  space  of  a  mile  along  the  riv¬ 
er,  and  n  'arly  that  depth  into  the  forest  A  clus¬ 
ter  of  cabins,  recently  built  of  rough  logs,  to  which 
the  bark  still  adhered,  presented  to  the  eyes  of  our 
travellers  a  specimen  of  human  cxisteiue,  more 
nearly  approaching  the  rudeness  of  savage  life, 
than  any  thing  they  had  yet  seen.  There  w  as  no¬ 
thing  here  to  recall  to  memory  their  own  lovi  Iv 
homes — the  beautiful  villages  of  New  Kngland. 
There  war  no  green  spot,  shaded  wlUi  venciable 
treas,  hallowed  to  the  repose  of  the  dead — no  | 
church,  pointing  its  spite  to  t\paven,  and  ofl'ering  a  I 
holy  refuge  to  the  living.  ]f%re  were  no  rural  em-  j 
beliishments  indicating  ta.'ti ,  and  neatness,  and 
enjoyment — no  domestic  tree.-,  no  honey-suckle 
bower-,  nor  any  oftho.se  omaiiifnts  whir'll  beauti¬ 
fy  the  villag* ,  and  give  to  t^pAuniMc;  i  euito^c  an 
air  of  elegance.  Gardens,  and  onhardr,  and 
meadowv,  there  were  nt.m  ,  nor  any  dwelling  that 
seemed  to  be  endeared  to  any  human  hi  ing  by  the 
name  of  home.  The  ground,  newly  clraied,  wos 
thickly  set  with  stumps,  and  coveted  with  a  tank 
growth  of  w  eeds,  'i  I.e  frail  and  iia«igl)tly  cal  in.* , 
standing  apait  from  each  other,  and  desuti  te  nt 
out-houses  and  inciosurcs,  seen.ed  to  be,  as  they 
really  were,  the  temporary  residence  of  an  un.'-i  t- 
t!ed  people.  But  cheerless  as  ibis  spot  appealed, 
to  thoee  who  had  been  accustomed  to  all  the  com¬ 
forts,  and  many  of  the  luxuries  of  li'e,  it  was  such 
as  all  new  towns  in  the  West  had  once  been — 
suob,  perhaps-,  as  the  hamlets  were,  on  the  shores 
of  the  All  mtic,  where  the  voice  ol  the  pilgrims 
first  amended  in  prayer  to  Him,  who  had  brought 
them  out  of  th«  land  of  persecution. 

And  yet  the  •cene  was  not  destitute  of  attrac¬ 
tion.  Art  b..d  done  little  to  spoil,  and  nothing  to 
«aibelli.-h  it,  but  nature  had  been  proiligal  of  her 
bounties.  As  the  travellers  stood  on  the  bank, 
they  beheld  the  beaiitii'ul  river,  for  miles  above  and 
below  them,  rolling  gently  along,  w  ith  a  surface  as 
smooth  as  polished  cryst&l.  The  shores  were 
slightly  curved,  swelling  out  on  one  side,  and  re¬ 
ceding  upon  the  other,  so  as  to  exhibit  a  seiies  of 
long  and  graceful  bends.  The  banks,  as  far  as 
the  eye  could  reach,  were  low ,  and  subject  to  in¬ 
undation  by  the  spring  floods;  but  the  vegetation 
wiiicb  formed  their  chief  beauty,  was  rii  h  beyond  | 
description.  Springing  from  a  deep  alluvion  soi', 
the  forest  tftoes  reared  their  immense  trunks  to  an 
amazing  height,  while  their  interwoven  branches 
and  foilaze  formed  an  impenetrably  shade.  U  he 
hues  of  fdr<Jst  were  as  various  as  they  were 
beautiful.  Here  was  the  melancholy  cypress,  w  ith 
R  datkjjTunk  and  sombre  leaf,  and  the  tall  syca¬ 
more,  with  a  stem  of  snowy  whitcncs.®,  and  a  foil- 
age  of  light  green.  The  poplar,  the  elm,  the  ina- 
nie,  and  the  gum,  with  numerous  other  trees,  ex¬ 
hibited  every  variety  of  verdure  betw  een  these  ex¬ 
tremes.  The  dogwood  and  the  red-bud,  countless 
in  number,  decked  the  whole  scene  with  their  rich 
blossoms,  the  former  of  pure  white,  and  the  varie¬ 
ties  of  the  latter  glowing  with  all  the  shades  be¬ 
tween  a  pink  and  a  deep  scarlet.  Then  there  was 
the  locust,  rich  in  fragrance  as  in  hue;  the  delicate 
catalpa:  the  yellow  fluwer  of  the  tulip  tr<  e  ;  the 
graceful  cane  cover .-d  the  ground;  the  willow 
fringed  the  stream ;  the  vine  crept  to  the  tops  of 
brancBes.  The  luxuriant  sot’,  while  it  loaded  it¬ 
self  with  a  ffigantic  vegeta'ior,  gave  a  depth  and 
vividness  to  tlie  coloring  ol  4he  iand.scape,  that  im¬ 
parted  a  peculiar  stiength  and  charai  ter  to  the 
se’ene.  But  if  the  eye  was  charmed,  there  was  a 
loYflioess,  a  sti.lness,  and  a  t-ileiicr,  rci  niug 
tkmijgbout  this  scene,  that  touched  the  heart. — 
The  very  beauties  that  delighted,  and  the  quiet¬ 
ness  that  soothed,  testified  that  man  was  a  stranger 
here,  and  told  the  traveller  that  be  was  alone  with
